vi. 14. [Be ye not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers : for what fellowſhip hath righteouſ- 
neſs with unrightcouſneſs ? and what communion 
bath 
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hath hght with darkneſs ?] beeing certainly im- 
pertinent; sreg9vyia ſignifying another matter 
far diſtant from marriage; and the title of 


c being, with no reaſon or charity, ap- 


plicable to a Romaniſt, who beleeves all the 
articles of the Chriſtian faith, and erres only 
in ſuperſtructing other things which are not 


ſach. Conſequently, ſecondly, J cannot deem 


it unlawful to a miniſter to knit the bands 


betwixt two of thus different perſwaſions. 


And the objection from the Rubrick is of no 
force againſt this; becauſe the command, bee- 
ing geven by the Church that 7he married 
couple ſball communicate, can only bee obliga- 


tory to them (and fo 'tis their fault, not the 
miniſter's, if they communicate not) or to the 
miniſter only ſo farr, that he ſhould mind 


them of their duty, and be ready to miniſter 


it to them, if they be willing to receive ir. 


Thus much then for the lawfulneſs being rea- 
dily granted, I cannot yet but add, that al 
things that are lawful are not expedient ; and 
that this, of the marriage of thoſe which are 
of ſo contrary perſwaſions and communions, 
is queſtionleſs of that number. What hin- 
drances this may probably cauſe to the ob-
